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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amended limitations were previously found in 
and rejected with at least claims 14 and 18, as indicated on page 1 of the remarks filed on 4/15/2010. However, the arguments with respect 
to these limitations are founded on the basis of a distinction between a so called "widening" and the instantly claimed groove. Furthermore, 
the Examiner does not find the purported claim language which requires this distinction. In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a groove 
spaced apart from a first and second widening) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 
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
